the location of the end users. If terrorist activities are directed towards a particular area, then 
residents located in that area can be alerted with customized warnings. The warnings can 
include evacuation plans or other safety recommendations to eliminate or reduce the impact 
of the terrorist threat. In this way, the present invention assists in the effort to counter 
terrorism. M.P.E.P. §708,02(XI).
